Currie, Sec¬ 
retary of the State Hoard, has refused 
to remove the Kl Heposo Sanitarium at 
Sierra Madre to a ixjint outside the 
city limits, despite the protest made hy 
citizens (V) that the law reiiuirhiK hos- 
t)ltals In which contaKious diseases are 
treated, he located outside the city. l>r. 
Currie says the law is anticpiated and 
not in the best interest of public 
health." Hats off to you, Dr. Currie, 
you're of the rinhl stuff. Certainly, a 
law iMissed forty years ap:o is not in 
the best ititeresl of public health now. 
The ‘world do move." When this law 
was jiassed, some forty years ago, we 
knew little of tuberculosis or sanitar¬ 
iums. We have learned much. We 
have learned that Sierra Madre is the 
place for tuberculosis; that here it can 
be cured, that here is the place for 
sanitariums; that our whole foothill 
country should encourage them; that 
we need them; that the tubercular peo¬ 
ple made this foothill country. The 
average person today realizes the need 
of a sanitarium; a sanitarium in a 
suitable place, with suitable surround¬ 
ings. The average tierson realizes the 
anguish, suffering ami inconvenience 
caused by tuberculosis and the need of 
these i>laeea In a si)ot like Sierra .Ma¬ 
dre. I .say, the average person. The 
State Hoard of Health says this law is 
not to the best interest of public 
.heiilth. Could anything be plainer'.' In 
other words, a sanitarium in a place 
like Sierra Madre is proper and should 
be encouraged. In fact, we should en¬ 
courage this sanitarium and endeavor 
to have an additional one where people 
of moderate means could go. There is 
a crying and absolute need for such a 
idaee. Many, today, are appealing far 
such a place. A place where those, 
who could alTord to pay ii mialerate 
sum Could go. Dr. Harlow, 1 under¬ 
stand, has a waiting list of over forty. 
Think of it, forty, waiting for a chance 


I to get another lease'upon life, and we, 
up here with our sellish interest.s, try¬ 
ing to deprive those who are even will¬ 
ing to pay for this privilege. Shame 
on us, that is some of us. Some claim 
they woulii support a sanitarium if it 
were free, but because this sanitarium 
is a paying institution they oppose it. 
How many want to go t<i tt (.‘harity in¬ 
stitution',' Start a subscriiition list and 
see how far we would get on installing 
a free institution up here'.’ Hecause it 
is a paying institution they do not 
want it. If it were a charily institution 
the cry would be they are sending the 
indigent here and hurting our com¬ 
munity. The lame excuses 1 have 
heard on this sanitarium subject sim¬ 
mers the whole thing down again to a 
laiint you cannot get away from, viz; 
A sellish, unchristian, unjust, unfeel¬ 
ing, unkltid, uncharitable, unretisona- 
hle, unfair, unfriendly, uneiiual, and 
a dolltir and cents proposition. 

Sit down and study the proposition. 
I’ul yourself in the other fellow's place 
and then judge. The chances are you 
will be in favor of a sanitarium the 
same as 1 am. Several have changed 
their minds on this (juestion. It is no 
crime to change your mind, (.'ome, who 
is ne.xt'.' W'c need a few more to pile 
up our majority for a sanitarium here.
